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Denunciations tnd Pgaounoenu 

The denunciation made laet summer against Mr* Melaxa by Messrs* Vlaoiniru and Grets 1* 
am is more than just the most resounding ossa that is part of a continuous activity 
of denunciations, which, unfortunately. Is not limited to the group surrounding the 
National Committee* It is the result of a morbid state of Impotence and fear* 

There are men who have been raised to or have assumed various funotions of leader- 
ship on divers levels, or who aspire to than, without having however the authority 
suoh funotions involve* Suoh authority stems from some previous stand and from a cre- 
ative political activity, and It is absent* And paralysed action makes insecure any 
foundation for posts of authority, and generates the fear that the situation cannot 
endure, that the political vacuum cannot remain permanent* In the absence of positive 
qualification* or activities that might be opposed to competitors, the only rem aining 
means Is the attempt to paralyse all other activity* To those who are trying to save 
their own lives all means are legitimate, and even a crime becomes self-defense under 
suoh olrott&atanoes* And there are many who are fighting for their political existence* 
But their political agony la not due to mvy outside intervention, but to an inner 
decomposition, to the inability to cope with the tasks imposed by the times and oir- } 
cumatanoes in which we are living* 

So it is not surprising that verbal Indignations, even developed in newspaper 
articles, against the ignominies we are constantly faced with, have no effect what- 
ever* All the more so as hypocritical Indignation takes its place alongside the sin- 
cere sort* All too often we discover under the faultlessly pure verbal garments, but 
the satisfaction of seeing a competitor placed in suoh an unfavorable light, that of 
finding him revealed as inadequate, not able to oonooel his hand* 

It Is thus that, in the discussion arisen in connection with the denunciation made 
against Mr* Atalaxa, the thing that has cone to the for# is the ridiculous situation 
of Messrs* Visolanu and Cretiianu, who were required to state their own financial 
resources, so that everyone could take note how little still raisins of the famous 
Swiss funds* (These funds, become the bone of oontetttlon, led to the dittp disrupt! •» 
of the former National Committee, and form to this day the sole preoccupation, the 
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sole subject of discussion, among those who would wish to ©all themselves Human! an

statesmen. When these funds are entirely eaten up, it may well be that the entire 
Romanian political aotlrity in exile will stop - for want of an object.) 

Hypoerisy, like the suspicion of hypo orisy, as well as the petty level of our 
concerns * leave moral argument a completely deprived of all efficacy* Particularly as 
we exiles are too few, each with his own well crystallised positions and interests, 
and lacking a sufficiently large floating mass that might give consistency to currents 
of opinion. And we aspect the solutions to our problems too much from outside, to take 
Into a o count what each of us might think* 

All dishonorable acts carry morel stigmata, whether or not these are felt here and 
now. Obligations of individual dignity, of national solidarity, of mutual respect, 
must be recalled even to those who might feel such obligations do not concern them. 
Sven if it be only to remind them that their temporary abeyance is definitely accepted. 
We hope some fine day the general level of our preoccupations will be raised, and this 
hope should not be abandoned* 

But the problem of denunciations, which has become a veritable plague, has other 
Though/ 

aspects too. ffiaaydenonolations are used to eliminate competitors, they may sometimes 
have sincere motives or motives apt to defend us against infiltration by ocmaunist 
agents, with an obligation of loyalty toward the countries that grant us asylum. Let 
us imagine for a moment that Messrs. Ylaolocu and Cretsianu put thaafi elves the follow-* 
lng problems Mr* *olaza has succeeded In making a position for himself in America, and 
he supports the Hades ou group* Both these things should please us es Humanisms , even 
though Mr* Malax* personally might not be liked, and General Hadesou might be an ad- 
versary* But there are indications or suspicions that he maintains or might maintain 
a collaboration with the oosmmnlets*(That these indications or suspicious are not 
serious Is proven by the fact that hi* residence permit was renewed. And the ease with 
which the Consul ttee accepted the possibility in principle of a collaboration with the 
ocwKunist regime, were it not a hypocritical pretext, would constitute an indication 
that we are loath to formulate* If Mr. Tieoiasu 1 * past pro —Soviet attitude is not 
proven, there is no element that migh t permit us to to believe that the various sets 
of the Conn! ttee serve otherwise than 00 incidentally the purposes of the communist 
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regime t paralysing and disrupting the emigration* It Is not Mr. Visolann'a present 
conversion to anti-Sovietism that we put in doubt* but his capaoity of m aki ng this 
attitude bear fruit.) In other words, the conflict would have been as follows* Rumania! 
Interests would hare required that Mr. Ual&xa (like, indeed, any other Ru m a n ia n ) re- 
main in the United States, but loyalty to the country that gave the hospitality 
required that he be umaaked* And this conflict, too, might oppose two loyalties and 
could very well occur or be invoked In other oases as wall* 

But if it Is legitimate for each country to defend its seourity and hence to keep 
informed of any activities of those benefiting from its hospitality that might affect 
that seourity, such information lc carried out by the usual services. Assuredly, too, 
with the assistance of agents from among the persons having access to the respective 
circles - In this case, the Rumanians# So long as the latter carry out their service 
correctly, their activity is legitimate and it does not hamper us, because our prob- 
lems have no contact with the lives of the countries that give us aoylua, but are 
directed toward combating communism. But our obligation of loyalty toward these coun- 
tries cannot be greater than that incumbent to their own nationals. This concerns the 
denunciation of common-law criminals and of offences that affeot the security and the 
public order of the state. The fight we are waging against ooauminisn is not covered 
by the laws that defend the seourity of the state. Only our persons and liberties are 
defended, only they are under the protection of the laws of any country that defend 
the Individual. More brutally said, the polios of the country in which we live will 

not intervene unless the assassination or kidnapping of one of Ut be attempted, or If

it be a matter of some activity that endangers the seourity of the reepeotive state#

Booh things constitute but e£oeptlonal/isst±c±tisR: of oenmuniat agents# Usually, they 
(the missions) are directed at informing and creating diversions among the emigration. 
That Is to say, describing cast persons, with their individual faults and qualities. In 
order to establish how dangerous eaoh of us is and to identity activities, so that the 
thread that connect* us with those at home may be reached. Diveraionaiaa tends toward 
paralysing actions i through denunciations, slander, misunderstandings# 

Against tftoh activities, the polloe does not protect us# The denunciation of the 
agents that oarry them out does not take them out of mm circulation, because suoh 
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activities are not punishable, they merely sen* to Identify them* It la only «»* 
oepfcianally that a law-abiding state resorts to administrative acts. TTe hare to defend 
ourselves# therefor ei through the Identification, i eolation, and paralytation (of such 
act# or agonte), through acquiring a habit of discipline of secrecy surrounding the 
notions, the real actions, not our innocent dally lives# 

That is why denunciations of the kind practised by XesrBrs* Visoiarm and Cretaiann 
cannot be motivated even by hypocrisy, as being imposed by the need to defend us, the 
ezdles, or the country that gives us asylum Used as weapons against competitors, they 
give no results# To be satisfied with having struck a blow at an adversary# merely 
because one has caused him the unpleasantness of a statement to the police, is not 
only abject i it is petty* One does not merely scratch aa adversary#
